To  Assist  Our  Customers  in  Making 
Their  Selections 

These  ratings  are  based  on  the  results  obtained  in  our 
own  gardens.  Some  of  the  newer  varieties  will  score  higher 
in  another  year  as  they  become  acclimated  to  our  climate 
and  soil.  We  very  seldom  condemn  a  new  variety  if  it 
does  not  come  up  to  expectations  the  first  year,  but  try  it 
again,  and  then  if  it  does  not  score  at  least  80  under  our 

I 

system  we  discard  it. 

We  score  varieties  for  husky  growth,  the  ability  to 
withstand  insect  pests  by  their  strong  growth,  good  stems, 
the  bloom  to  be  carried  well  and  of  good  size  for  cut 
flowers  especially,  and  the  ability  to  continue  to  grow  large 
perfect  blooms  until  killed  by  frost. 

Your  best  investment  will  be  those  varieties  that  we 
score  at  least  85. 

You  will  note  the  score  following  the  variety  name  and 
type  thus  (85)  followed  by  the  size  leaf,  and  the  average 
height  of  the  bush  as  grown  under  ordinary  field  culture, 
only  watering  when  necessary  but  constantly  spraying  to 
keep  the  bushes  clean  and  thrifty.  Most  backyard  garden¬ 
ers  will  get  much  taller  growth,  we  believe,  on  account  of 
the  individual  attention  given  to  small  plantings.  In 
varieties  where  foliage  is  large  and  coarse  we  find  the 
insects  do  not  bother  much;  medium  leaf  is  not  objection¬ 
able;  but  we  steer  clear  of  the  small  leaf  varieties.  Varie¬ 
ties  are  marked  thus:  LL.  (Large  Leaf);  ML.  (Medium 
Leaf);  SL.  (Small  Leaf). 

We  score  our  entire  exhibition  planting  five  times  during 
the  growing  season  from  planting  to  digging.  We  natur¬ 
ally  have  our  favorite  varieties  and  colors  but  in  rating 
them,  we  do  not  allow  this  to  affect  our  judgment  nor 
does  it  make  any  difference  what  we  paid  for  the  stock 
or  who  the  originator  was. 

This  entails  a  lot  of  work,  knowledge  and  expense,  but 
we  think  it  takes  a  lot  of  grief  from  the  shoulders  of  our 
customers  as  the  many  letters  we  receive  show.  On  the 
late  varieties  you  have  the  Honor  Roll  and  Trial  Ground 
reports  to  guide  you.

A  seedling  of 
Satan  which  Mr.  Kilgore  claims  is  a  much  better  grower  than 
Satan.  The  color  is  described  as  Brazil  Red  with  orange  reverse.

Deep  maroon,  very  large  and  very  dark  and  stands  the  heat  with¬ 
out  fading  as  one  of  our  California  customers  wrote  us  after  seeing 
it  in  Mr.  Ballay’s  garden  during  the  awful  hot  spell  they  had  last 
fall.  Sunset  metal  winner  at  San  Francisco  and  on  the  1940  Honor 
Roll.

Mr.  Ballay  describes  it  as  a  bright  but  rather  light  shad'’  of  red¬ 
dish  purple  or  cerise.  A  richly  colored  flower  of  remarkable  sub¬ 
stance  and  most  pleasing  appearance.  The  well  formed  blooms  of 
moderate  semi-cactus  formation  will  grow  to  a  size  of  12  inches 
or  better  with  proportionate  depth.  The  plant  is  an  open  grower 
which  comes  into  bloom  reasonably  early,  having  long  stem  stalks 
with  flowers  nicely  placed  at  the  proper  angle.  It  is  an  all-round 
good  varietv  and  has  made  a  great  hit  in  Mr.  J.  W.  Johnston’s 
trials  in  Delaware  th's  year.  Winner  several  times  in  seedling 
classes  but  happened  not  to  be  in  bloom  at  the  time  of  our  show

Just  memories  now  but  pleasant  ones  to  bring  up  these 
cold  nights  when  winter  winds  are  howling.  We,  like  all  you 
garden  enthuslastists,  are  dreaming  and  planning  our 
1940  garden,  waiting  for  the  various  Honor  Rolls  to  be 
published,  than  trying  to  decide  which  to  buy.  It's  fun 
and  certainly  is  a  gamble  with  so  many  new  ones  being 
put  out. 

Last  year's  Honor  Roll  had  a  wonderful  lot  of  Dahlias  that 
made  good  everywhere,  with  us  Everybody's  Favorite  was 
tops,  both  with  Mrs.  Zant  and  myself  and  the  majority 
of  our  visitors.  Next  was  San  Francisco,  not  much  to 
choose  between  them,  both  Pinks,  and  such  large  blooms 
and  long  stems.  Premiers  Winsome  was  not  far  behind.  In 
Reds  it  was  Burch  Foraker  by  a  long  way,  bushes  7  ft. 
tall,  3  to  4  ft.  in  diameter,  and  way  up  out  of  the  husky 
foliage  those  12-Inch  Flame  red  flowers,  it's  a  100% 
Dahlia  with  us.  If  you  want  lots  of  bloom  try  Red  Sun¬ 
set  —  it  covers  Itself  with  lO-Inch  flowers.  Murphy's  Mas¬ 
terpiece,  as  always,  was  a  favorite. 

In  the  orange  or  fall  colors  my  favorites  were  Dean  Ander¬ 
son  and  Gladys  Sandford,  stand-outs  in  any  planting  and 
still  scarce.  Carl  G.  Dahl  is  another  grand  variety,  so 
husky  a  grower  and  wonderful  root  maker  I  am  sure  it  will 
grow  to  perfection  anywhere.  Monarch  of  the  East  is  in 
the  same  class.  What  monster  blooms,  not  one  or  two 
blooms  but  6  to  10  on  each  bush.  Golden  Beauty,  what  a 
grower,  like  Burch  Foraker  in  all  but  color. 

In  Bi-Colors  we  had  three  everyone  fell  for.  Dream 
Beauty,  Lois  Walcher,  the  sensation  of  the  shows  in  1938, 
and  George  Relyea,  an  orange  tipped  white  with  longer 
stems  and  much  taller  growth  than  either  of  the  others 
but  not  well  known  as  yet. 

I  like  Bi-Colors  and  here  were  three  good  ones.  Glamour 
was  the  best  purple  or  near  purple  we  have  seen  since 
Hunt's  Velvet  Wonder  was  put  out.  It's  hard  to  believe 
the  size  of  blooms  we  had.  Monster  Best  describes  it  on 
a  stem  stiff  as  a  ramrod.  Thelma  Cain,  Rita  Wells,  Hill¬ 
side  Gold  and  Sunset  were  all  good,  but  in  their  first 
year  with  us  did  not  do  as  well  as  the  others  mentioned. 

We  had  a  number  of  New  Miniatures  and  Pom  Poms 
that  were  extra  fine  and  they  were  more  popular  than 
ever,  and  we  had  them  in  quantity,  filling  every  vase 
in  the  house  for -three  months.  What  other  flower  can 
give  you  blooms  In  size  from  one-inch  to  twelve  or  more 
Inches,  and  the  more  you  cut,  the  more  they  produce. 
The  Rose  may  be  Queen,  but  the  Dahlia  is  certainly  King 
of  Fall  Flowers.  May  you  have  your  share  of  these  new 
ones  in  your  1940  garden  and  if  you  will  give  our  stock 
a  trial  we  know  you  will  have  a  garden  show  next  fall 
you  can  be  proud  of.

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Tips  from  a  Long  Experience 

When  you  fertilize  your  dahlias,  especially  when  grown 
from  green  plants,  be  sure  and  spread  the  fertilizer  in  a 

ring  around  the  plant  from  12  to  18  inches  from  the  stalk, 
rake  in  lightly  and  then  water  well.  This  will  make  the 
roots  go  out  after  the  plant  food  and  you  will  have  a 
better  clump  of  nice  long  straight  roots  when  dug. 

If  you  have  had  trouble  in  keeping  roots  over  winter  on 
account  of  drying  out,  try  this  out  next  season.  About 
Aug.  1st  give  each  plant  a  tablespoonful  of  Muriate  of 
Potash  and  again  on  Sept.  1st.  Be  sure  and  keep  it  a  good 
foot  away  from  the  stalks  and  off  the  leaves  as  it  will 
burn  the  foliage.  Just  scatter  a  ring  of  it  around  the  plant 
and  water  it  in.  It  will  give  you  larger  blooms,  much  bet¬ 
ter  stems  and  puts  the  istarch  in  the  tuber  or  roots  so 
you  will  have  much  less  trouble  in  getting  good  roots  and 
keeping  them  over  winter. 

If  during  a  hot  season  you  have  some  variety  that  does 
not  seem  to  grow,  where  the  leaves  remain  small  and  the 
plant  gets  bushy,  cut  off  all  but  two  or  three  stalks,  trim 
some  of  the  leaves  off  to  thin  it  out,  then  spray  well  for 
sucking  insects  and  once  a  week  or  ten  days  give  each 
plant  a  teaspoonful  of  Vigoro.  By  the  time  the  nights  get 
cool  the  plant  will  have  taken  on  new  life  and  give  you  fair 
bloom,  but  if  the  plant  is  stunted  on  account  of  disease  or 
from  poor  stock,  then  my  advice  is  dig  it  up  and  burn  it.
